INTRODUCTION 


N his  book  on  “The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,”  Mr.  Solon 
has  narrated,  in  an  interesting  manner,  how  he  began  to  bring 
together  the  collection  now  on  the  point  of  being  dispersed. 

Not  long  after  he  had  arrived  from  France  and  settled  in  the 
Potteries  in  the  year  1870,  Mr.  Solon  had  made  a regular  habit  to  devote  the 
Saturday  afternoon — left  to  him  by  his  regular  occupation  at  Minton’s  Works — 
to  a rambling  exploration  of  the  most  picturesque  parts  of  the  surrounding 
district.  One  day,  in  the  course  of  these  excursions,  an  incident  happened 
which  was  to  impart  to  them  an  always  renewed  and  increased  interest.  His 
attention  was  suddenly  arrested  by  two  earthen  pots  of  a kind  absolutely 
unknown  to  him,  dimly  seen  through  the  dusty  panes  of  a cottage  window. 
One  of  them  was  a drinking  pot  decorated  with  slips  of  powerful  colour,  the 
other,  a piece  of  richly  embossed  salt  glaze  ; no  foreign  museum  could  show 
anything  of  the  kind.  Keenly  excited  by  the  discovery,  the  passer-by  soon 
entered  in  communication  with  the  possessor  of  the  coveted  specimens,  and 
they  changed  hands  for  a consideration.  They  were  to  become  the  nucleus 
of  quite  a special  collection. 

From  that  day,  the  object  of  Mr.  Solon’s  pursuits  assumed  a definite  form. 
Forgetting  all  foreign  wares,  and  flying  away  from  the  allurements  of  the  fine 
English  china,  all  his  efforts  were  to  be  directed  towards  the  formation  of  a 
collection  of  which  the  one  previously  formed  by  Enoch  Wood  was  to  be  the 
model.  The  chief  purpose  should  be  to  illustrate  the  march  and  progress  of 
the  potter’s  art  in  Staffordshire,  and  in  so  doing,  to  supply  to  the  general  ceramic 
history  of  England  a mass  of  important  and  trustworthy  materials. 

The  outcome  of  the  collector’s  studies,  the  fruit  of  his  experience,  and  his 
personal  views  on  the  merits  of  a pottery  which  had  just  been  revealed  to  him, 
have  been  embodied  in  his  work  on  “The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,”  of 
which  he  etched  the  plates  as  a labour  of  love. 

But  a small  portion  of  Mr.  Solon’s  active  life  was  filled  by  the  researches 
entailed  by  this  collecting  pursuit,  and  by  the  literary  work  later  on  undertaken 
in  connection  with  it.  All  his  artistic  capabilities,  as  well  as  his  knowledge 
of  ceramic  technology,  were  applied  to  the  practice  and  improvement  of  a 
decorative  process  that  he  has  in  some  respects  made  his  own,  and  which  is 
known  under  the  name  of  Pate-sur-pate.  As  an  artist,  he  has  alternately 


been  engaged  as  a painter,  a sculptor  and  an  engraver  ; but  by  far  the  largest 
portion  of  his  artistic  labour  is  represented  by  the  considerable  quantity  of 
vases  and  plaques  of  decorated  porcelain  which  have  come  out  of  his  hand. 
A few  select  examples  of  his  Pate-sur-pate  are  included  in  this  sale. 

Among  Mr.  Solon’s  literary  works  are  : — 

“Inventions  Decoratives,”  1864;  “The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,”  1883, 
second  edition,  1884;  “Salt  Glaze,"  1890;  “The  Ancient  Art  Stoneware  of 
Germany,”  1892;  “Pottery  Worship,”  1897  ; The  “Old  French  Faience,”  1903; 
“History  of  English  Porcelain,”  1903;  “Italian  Majolica,”  1907;  etc. 

“The  Ancient  Art  Stoneware  of  the  Low  Countries  and  Germany,”  or 
“Gres  de  Flandres  and  Steinzeug,”  illustrated  with  23  etchings  and  210  illus- 
trations in  text  drawn  by  the  author,  is  the  book  of  a book-lover  and  an  artist. 

The  crowning  achievement  of  Mr.  Solon’s  life  has  perhaps  been  the 
gathering  together  of  upwards  of  four  thousand  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  in  all 
languages,  on  the  subject  of  the  potter  s art — the  most  unique  and  complete 
collection  of  the  kind  in  the  world  ; and  his  publication  of  a complete  Biblio- 
graphy of  “The  Ceramic  Literature”  in  1910,  containing  a description  of  all 
the  ceramic  works  that  are  known  to  exist.  For  this  task  there  is  probably 
no  other  man  with  the  qualifications  needed.  An  artist,  potter,  linguist,  and 
writer — such  a combination  of  qualities  very  rarely  exists,  but  still  more  rarely 
in  one  who  has  been  associated  with  the  art  of  pottery  production  in  the  two 
greatest  of  modern  factories,  Sevres  and  Minton’s.

Like  all  similar  productions  of  this  time,  it  is  made  of  coarse  drab 
clay,  washed  over  in  the  inside  and  on  the  top  with  a mixture  of  red 
clay  and  manganese  : upon  these  grounds  the  same  slips  have  been 
used  to  trace  the  decoration,  dark  upon  light,  and  light  upon  dark. 

66  Posset  pot  and  cover,  with  two  handles  and  two  spouts  ; decorated  in 

brown  and  yellow  slip,  inscribed  : “ the  best  is  not  too  good, 
E.G.,  1714.  H.L.”  H.  in.  Diam.  8|  in.  Staffordshire.  En- 

graved in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,”  Plate  XI.  As  we 
may  see  from  this  posset  pot,  the  traditional  British  form  was  altered 
into  one  resembling  the  Delft  caudle  pots  made  at  Lambeth  or  imported 
from  Holland.

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67  Posset  pot  with  two  handles  and  one  spout,  decorated  in  brown  and  yellow 

slips;  inscribed:  “ ann  moss  hir  pot.  1711.”  H.  5f  in.  Diam.

68  Tyg  with  four  handles,  brown  ware,  decorated  in  yellow  slip,  shape  of 

a drinking  glass.  H.  9 in.  Diam.  8J  in.  Wales  (?).  This  tyg  and 
a few  others  of  the  same  type  have  been  found  near  Park  Lane,  on  the 
river  Dee.  Engraved  in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,"  PlateXV .

Staffordshire.  Illustrated  in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter," 
Second  Edition,  Figure  21.  Also  in  “ The  Connoisseur,"  February, 
1902.  On  the  occasion  of  the  birth  of  a first  child  it  was  an  old  English 
custom  to  present  to  the  parents  a cradle  made  of  clay  or  of  more  precious 
material.  The  custom  has  not  died  out  altogether. 

70  Cradle  in  brown  ware,  incised  with  the  inscription  : “ the  gift  is  small 

BUT  LOVE  IS  ALL.  LATRON  WHERECORS  (?)  I725.”  Length  9 in. 
Staffordshire.  Engraved  in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter," 
Plate  XVI.  Coated  over  with  red  clay  rudely  incised  and  covered  with 
manganese  glaze. 

71  Small  cradle  of  plain  yellow  ware.  Length  7 in. 

72  Cradle  in  yellow  clay,  inscribed  in  blown  slip  : “ ralph  simpson.”  Length 

10  in.  Staffordshire.  Engraved  in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English 
Potter,”  Plate  XVI.  No  fewer  than  three  Simpsons  figure  in  the 
list  of  potters  established  at  Burslem  in  1710.  See  Illustration,  Plate  I. 

73  Cradle  of  plain  brown  ware.  Length  11J  in.  Staffordshire. 

74  Small  tea  caddy  and  cover  in  the  shape  of  an  apple,  light  brown  ware, 

inscribed  in  brown  slips  : “ green  tea,  1705.”  H.  4 in.  Staffordshire. 

75  Slip  dish  with  brown  slip  decoration  over  a moulded  pattern,  Head  of 

Charles  II.  Diam.  14  in.  Cockpit  Hill,  Derbyshire  (?).  Engraved 
in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter ,”  Plate  XIV. 
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76  Slip  dish,  octagonal  shape,  with  pomegranate  ornaments,  brown  slip  on

The  outline  of  the  subject  has  been  graved  into  the 
pitcher  form  upon  which  the  dish  was  potted  with  the  usual  drab-coloured 
clay,  the  cavities  enclosed  by  the  raised  lines  being  afterwards  filled  in 
with  black  and  red  slips.

Cavalier  drinking  a toast  ; inscribed : “ thomas  toft.”  Diam. 
i6|  in.  Engraved  in  “ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,”  Plate  VI. 
Also  in  “ The  Connoisseur,”  February,  1902.  The  outline  being  traced 
with  brown  slip  punctuated  with  white  dots,  the  design  was  then  filled  in 
with  orange  colour.  Three  flowers,  a distant  reminiscence  of  fleurs- 
de-lys,  and  a sort  of  uncouth  garland,  complete  the  subject.  See  Illus- 
tration, Plate  III. 

79  Slip  dish,  ditto,  with  a lady  holding  a flower  ; inscribed  : “ ralph  oft.” 

(Sic.)  Diam.  17  in.  See  Illustration,  Plate  IV. 

80  Slip  dish,  ditto,  with  four  crowned  heads.  Diam.  17  in.  (Imperfect.) 

81  Slip  dish,  ditto,  yellow  ground  with  flowery  decoration.  Diam.  16  in. 

Staffordshire. 

82  Slip  dish,  yellow  ground,  decorated  with  a bird  in  brown  slip  ; dated 

1769.  Diam.  13I  in.  Staffordshire. 

83  Slip  dish,  black  ground,  decorated  with  a bird  in  yellow  slip.  Diam. 

14  in.  Staffordshire. 

84  Slip  dish,  black  ground  with  a figure  of  the  sun.  Diam.  13^  in.  Stafford-

Like  nearly 
all  primitive  productions,  this  tyg  has  a grand  character  as  to  form. 
It  is  neatly  potted,  and  the  glaze  shines  brilliantly  on  the  sharp  edges 
of  the  handwork.

90  Tyg  of  red  clay,  with  cover,  ornamented  with  impressions  of  a small 

seal,  or  the  top  of  a carved  stick,  upon  yellow  bands  glazed  in  green. 
Inscribed  : “ john  hughes  n.b.,  1690.”  H.  9 in.  Engraved  in 
“ The  Art  of  the  Old  English  Potter,”  Plate  IX.  North  Wales  {?). 
See  Illustration,  Plate  V. 

91  Jug  of  yellow  clay  decorated  in  brown  slip  with  a peacock  and  stems
